High School in 1984. 

Principal Adkins, who developed 
many outstanding programs during her 
years at Cory Elementary, was recog- 
nized with the Milken Foundation's 
Excellence in Education Award in 1995 
in recognition of her efforts to inspire 
students to excel.

tion but attack her by character assassi- 
nation, claiming that she has no busi- 
ness running for mayor because she 
has no experience. That certainly is 
absolutely hilarious. Since then, he has 
set his attack dogs to writing letters to 
question his opponent's qualifications. 

Those of us who have been resi- 
dents of Romulus know Mr. Mayor very 
well. To even begin this tactic is certain- 
ly aquestionable move on his part. Asa 
former city councilman, the mayor, when 
he did show up for a council meeting, 
was a mere "yes" vote for the adminis- 
tration at that time. Our current mayor 
cannot name one thing he did to im- 
prove the quality of life in Romulus, 
whereas other members of the council 
were working diligently to bring a better 
life to Romulus citizens. 

In the May 6, 2005 issue of this 
paper, Todd Hauter responded to one of 
my previous letters (April8, 2005), which 
was, in turn, a response to a letter from 
Theresa Huckno (March 25, 2005) that 
attacked Mayor Lambert's potential op- 
ponent, Councilwoman Debbie Romak. 
Mr. Hauter defended the fact that Mayor 
Lambert never received a promotion 
during his 14 years with the Romulus 
Police Department, arguing that the 
potential for advancement was limited 
due to the department's small size.

He always deflects these inquir- 
ies from both council members and the 
publicto departmentheads thathe forces 
to be at the meetings. And this is a 
leader? This isaman who, as the mayor 
of this city, cannot answer even the 
simplest questions? Itshows me, without 
a doubt, that he has absolutely no grasp 
of what this job entails! And, if you ever 
call City Hall to speak with him, you are 
transferred to his "administrative assis- 
tant" or, as they call it officially, his 
police officer-community liaison. 

Sowhen we, as residents, question 
Mr. Lambert's qualifications to be mayor, 
as he does to his opponent, you can 
understand why we want to know his 
background. Did he graduate from the 
police academy? Did he pass his tests? 
Community members challenge the 
mayor to acknowledge these questions. 

Character is the key element for 
any public official. While Mr. Mayor can- 
not answer these important questions 
himself, but delegates these attacks on 
residents such as myself, one can only 
wonder why he, as mayor, does not 
exhibit this important quality.
